IKE everything else in the 

realm of mechanics, the steer- 
ing apparatus of a modern sea- 
going vessel is the, result of evolu- 
tion from the most primitive of 
devices, First there was the aim- 
Pile tiller, as one still sees on 
small sailboats; then there 
was the whipstaff, an improved 


bar; and following that ‘came 
the wheel, ‘or helm, which has, 
been employed for more than 


; ° 200 years. 


The lateat developments along 
‘that line) are improvements 
upon the wheel which make it 
either nutomatic or especially 
sensitive to the control of the 
’ ship’s steersman. 

Pictured upon this page are 
examples of how marine en- 
ginecring has taken 
the possibility of error ‘in 
the business of piloting two of 
the many vessels that now sail 
the seas. The two ships in ques- 
tion are the United States Hner 
Washington and the motor ship 
Prince Baudouin, of the Belglan 
National Railways, the  last- 
named now operating in the 
Dover-Ostend channel service. 

There are four separate and 
independent means of steering 
the Washington,“of which two 
are shown in one Illustration 
and from another angle in the 
other. The other two moans of 
gulding the vessel are located in 
the stern and are used only 
when the bridge controls, which 
are illustrated, fail to function. 
There are two independent 
atecring engines, one electric and 
‘one steam. Each of these en- 
gines may be operated oither 
from the bridge or the stern.

Fourth Report Extract 


An extract from the fourth 
report of the Court of Direc- 
tors dated August 18, 1867,

“The Corporation hay alse 
established further claims on the 
Bympathicg of the morcantile 
community in not altering, Ike 
the other competing banks, tho 
customary ‘usance which has for 
many years regulated sterling 
exchanges {n the East, By thus 
adhering ‘to a Hberal Polley the 
Corporation has realised one of 
the main objects of its institu. 
tion, namely, to supply the 
legitimate. requirements of the 


“China trade, whose representa- . 


tives, almost without exception, 
look upon the maintenance of tho 
aix months’ usance as an object 


' of primary importance, especial 


ly. when applying to shipments - 
of tea to Europe and America. 
Tn thus preserving a freo course . 
of action the Bank has succood- 
ed in combining the safety of 
its exchange operations ‘with the 
additional advantages resulting 
from a diminished competition 
on the market for alx months’ 
bills, affording the Bank a wider 
and more profitable solectton,” 
Thus early in {ts career 
did the Bank show {ts goll- 
darity and determination _to 
carry out the trust . com- 
mitted to it of fostering the 
trade of the community. For 
this in the course of its career 
it has become a byword and 
its present-day strength may 
be largely attributed to {ts 
strict adherence to this prin- 
ciple. That the Bank's ac- 
tion was right is borne cut in

dividend was ateadily maintain- 
ed except for the second half of 
1870, when a reduction, was 
mado to provide funds to mect 
the depreciation in tho Bank's 
investments and some other un- 
profitable transactions. Mr. Vic- 
tor, Kresser, the First Chiof 
Manager, resigned in 1870, and 
wan succeeded’ by Mr. James 
Groly. 

A period of vory severe strain 
‘was experienced during 1874-6, 
when for three half-years no 
dividend waa’ paid, and the re- 
serve fund was reduced to 
$100,000. But things then took 
n turn for the better and with 
a: declared intention to put up 
with smaller dividends. ‘until 
the reserve fund was back at 


. the $1,000,000 figure this object — 


was atlained by December 31, 
1877. 

Mr. Thomas Jackson was ap- 
pointed Chief Manager in 1876. 
In the 10 yenra of his regime be- 
fore going on leave the growth 
of the Bank was truly re‘nark- 
able. ‘

Loans To Chinese Govt. 

In 1874.the firet loans were 
negotiated on behalf of the 
Chinese Government. This 
marks the firat of the Bank's 
Jong series of services to the 
Chinese Government which have 
resulted in the greatest bene- 
fits to the Chinese people and 
the foreign community In China. 

That tho Chinese were at first 
very reluctant to avail them- 
selvea of the benefits conferred 
may be instanced in the case of 
tho first railway built {n China. 
Constructed between Shanghai 
and Woosung by foreign enter- 
prise, it was formally opened 
on June 30, 1876. The Chinese 
subsequently took over the ‘rail- 
way and on completion of pay- 
ment for it In 1877 exercised 
thelr right ~ of ownership by 
tearing up .the rafla and ship- 
ping them to Formosa. 

a Critical Period 

The year 1886 saw no reduc-

lenve in 1887 and remained un-

He 
was succeeded by Mr. G. EL 
Noble, who held office during 


* 1889-1890. Reasons of health 


compelled him to return Home 
and-Mr. T. Jackson came out to 


’ fill his place temporarily, 


The closing months of 1890 
were darkened with very severe 
troubles in London banking cir- 
cles, In November, the threaten- 


ed collapse of Messrs. Baring. 
Broa. & Co., then probably the 


Jargest commercial house in the 
world, produced conditions jn 
London almost amounting to a 
panic. The catastrophe was 
averted by the ablo management 


‘of the Bank of England. The 


fncident {3 mentioned here to 


_ show the growth in importance 


of the Hong Kong Bank, which, 
at the invitation of the Bank of 
England, participated with the 
Jeading banks in London in a 
guarantee covering = Meaara. 
Baring’s affairs. 

Mr, F. de Bovis was appointed 
Chief Manager in 1891 and held 
office till 1893, in. which year 
Mr. T. Jackson again moturned 
to his old post. 

Storm Weathered : 

The year 1893 was a- partieu- 
larly critical year, during which 
the Indian Government closed 
the mints to the free coinnge of 
allver, thereby causing tho 


‘China-India exchange to drop to 


un extent of 20 to 36 per cent. 
This year also saw the failure 
of several Australian banks, 
which created a tendency in

London ‘to: the withdrawal ‘of 
doposits from banks eatablished - 
abrond. _Howover, the ‘Bank 
weathored these squalls with 
singular succoss. : 

Sir Thomas Jackson was hon- ° 
oured with a knighthood in 1899 - 
fn acknowledgment of his sor- 
vices on behalf of British in- 
torosts in the: Far Enst, Sir 
Ewen Cameron being knighted 
soon afterwards for similar ser- 
vices rondored in London. 

The year 1900 war an ill- 
omened year for China, but the 
Bank was fortunate in not suf- 


, fering groator losses than those 


consequent on tho practically 
complote stoppage of business 
in North China. During thie 
period tho Peking ollico was 
burnt down and the offieo in 
Tientsin guffered severely from 
shelifire, Tho Bank was for- 
tunato in not losing any of its 
staff suring the perlod of fight- 
ing. 

Tho year 1902, witnessed the 
retirement of Sir Thomas Jack- 
son and the appointment of Mr. 
J. R. M. Smith as Chief Mana- 
ger. Sir Thomas Jackson was 
further honoured by the confer- 
ment of ao baronetcy, and: be- 
came Chairman of the London 
committee. Mr. J. R. M. Smith 
held the refna of office until 
1910, during which period the 
Bank continued to make steady 
progress. His task was by no 
means an casy one, his timo of © 
ofice being marked ‘by world- 
wide stagnation in business 
and disturbed conditions duo to 
the Russo-Japanese war: He 
was succeeded by Mr. Nowton 
J. Stabb (1910 to 1920), who ro- - 
ceived his well-deserved knight- 


‘hood in the year he retired. ' 


‘Mr. Grayburn At Helm 
Mr. A. G. Stephen succeeded 
Sir Newton J. Stabb os Chiof 
Manager and held the posl- 
tion until his death in 
Switzerland in 1924. Following 


‘tho death of Mr. Stephen, Mr. 


A. H. Barlow was appointed 
Chicf Manaogor and held office 
until 1927. Ho was: succeeded 
by Mr. A. C. Hynes (1927 to 
1930), who handed over to tho 
present Chief Managor, Mr. V. 
M. Grayburn. 

It is not necessary to recite 
the incidents occurring during’ 
such recent years,-as they must 
be fresh in everybody's mind. 
The masterly way in which the: 
affairs of the Bank were piloted 
through tho critical years of the 
Great War and the services 
given to the community during ~ 
the: porlods of depression do not 
need recounting hore. 

Tho wisdom of the Policy of 
continually bullding up resorves 
has been triumphantly borne out 
and the, Hong Kong and Shang- 
hat Banking Corporation now

and the main tower rises to 
about 220 feet in ‘height. 


Following the modern trend‘ 


in architecture the-world over, 
the design: ja simple and dignt- 
fled, with’ practically no orna- 
mentation. It Is built with our 
wonderful local granite and the 
result has, been that it stimu- 
lates the imagination and satis- 
fies the oye. 

The strong vertical treatment 
above the solid horizontal base 
gives the impression of great 
strength and stability, which 
has always been associated with 
this Banking Corporation. The 


outline of the top of the tower . 


has also been carefully designed 
to bein harmony with the gran- 
deur of the Peak in the back- 
round. 
Fine Stone Carving 

Some very fine etone carving 
can be seen at. the top of the 
Tower—figureheads depicting 
“Men of Vision” surmount the 
massive plera, while four sculp- 
tured lions’ heads, symbolic of 
strength, each carved from a 


five-ton block of stone, enrich | 


the corners. 
The main entrance is from 


‘Queen's Road and Is approached 


up a wide flight of steps flanked 
by two other flights, one leading 
to the entrance hall of the 
Offices ond the other to the 
Chinese Department. 

The high entrance archway 
leads to the portico and is pro- 
tected by a pair of magnificent 
bronze gates; over this is a 
grille with Norman figures in 


. armour, the general design of 


the’ whole suggesting the an- 
clent portcullis, It has been 
treated conventionally in keep- 
Ing with the severe lincs of the 
entrance. The portico itself is 
of granite and of great height, 
but [mposing proportiona, and is 
Mt indirectly from two large 
granite urns. A shallow flight. 
of steps leads to the entrance 
doors embodied in a beautifully

tre panel of which depicts tho 
Bank's Cont of Arms. Through 
these doors and a small 

‘ Jobby on the right is the en- 
trance to the Savings Bank and 
on the left accesa can bo obtain- 
ed to the Chinese Department; 
in front are three doors leading 
into the main Banking Hall. 

The Banking Hall 
Qn entering the fine spacious 
Banking Hall, one is, immediate- 

‘ly impressed by its vast and 
simple grandeur, The walls are 

; Nned. with highly: polished Bot- 
ticlno marble which contrasts 
pleasingly with the’ dark rich 
Ashburton (Devonshire) marble 
of the columna in the Public 
Square. . 

The  barrel-vaulted © ceiling 
over the Public Space is finished 
in Venetian glass mosaica. On 
the one side of the vault is a 
composition representing the 
progress of. Transport through 
the ages in.the Western and 
Eastern ‘hemispheres, and on 
the other side a composition ro- 
presenting the progress of Com- 
merce and Industry in the two 


hemispheres, At the top of the 
vault in the centre is an allego- 
rica) group composcd of Ceres, 
the Goddesa of Abundance, and 
Helios, the Sun God, driving his 
chariot across the sky and shed- 
ding Hght on the figures below. 
The decoration is completed by 
two semicircular panels at 
either end of the vault, dopict- 
ing Eastern.and Western Bank- 
ing; all the’ mosaics aro in 
bright rich colours. It was'cor- 
tainly a happy conception of the 


architects when they decided 
to koqpWYe Interior of the build- 
i imely simple save for 


‘the richly coloured mosaics of 
the barrel vault. 

The Public Space beneath the 
vault has been paved . with 
travertine and Swedish green 
marble in a simple yet effective 
pattern, and {s surrounded by a 
well designed counter of Ash- 
burton and ~ Belgian black 
marble. 

Metal Furniture 
‘ The working space has been 
fitted out with metal furniture 
supplied by Roneo Ltd, the

with special clamps for fixing. 
The position of these can bo al- 
tered at any time to meet a 
special demand. : 

The whole Banking Hall fs it 

, by large bronze lay-lights In the 
ceiling which throw.an even and 
shadowless Hyht over the entire 
working space; bronze wall-fix- 
tures provide indirect illumina- 
tion for spaces which could not 
bo lit by the ceiling lay-lghta, 
and indirect cornice Nghting Ia. 
employed for the Public Space 
and the mosaics of the barrol 
vault. A grid below the floor 
enables telephone or Nght con: 
nections to be made at every 
desk without long unsightly 
wire connections, : 

At the north end of tho 
Public Space is the landing: of 
the marble staircase leading 
down to the Des Vocux Road on- 
trance. Here.a bronze and 
‘glass screon separates the 
‘Public Space from-the offices of 
the Chief ‘Manager, Managers 
and Chief Accountant, whfch 
overlook Statue Square. 

The Managers’ and Brokora’ 
rooms are’ finished with un- 
polished marble on the walls, 
travertine floors and simple 
plaster ‘eellings; and here, as in

On 
Thursday afternoon three per- 
sons watching from the gallery 
noticed that the serutineer 
nearest them ‘again and ~ again 
slipped some of the ballot 
papers, presenting votes for 
the United German candidates’ 
lst, into a drawer, but so skil-

cer failed to detect the trick, 
SCRUTINEER CONFESSES 
. The irregularity waa {ustantly 
reported to.the local officer of the 
Election Cominission, who called 
on the Lithuanian scrutineer to 
retire, pending investigation, This 
he refused to do, declaring that 
only. the chairman of tho Election 
Commission was authorised to 
xive such an order, 

Whon the chairmari arrived the 
contents of the drawer were ex- 
amined, when they were discover- 
ed to consist of 64. voting papers 
on the German list and two- on 
the Lithuanian, which wero evi- 
dently put there by mistake In a 
hurry.

The scrutineer at first denied 
his guilt, but nevertheless he was 
arrested and handed over to the 
erlminal police. Yesterday ho

The scrutineer is a Lithuanian 
student named Prapiestis, ‘belong- 
ing to.the Memel high school, and 
is 23 years of nyc. Altogether 50 
students from the Lithuanian 
High School at Memel were en- 
trusted with the responsible work 
of counting the votes, against tho 
repented objection of the German 
Election Committee.

CONTRACT BRIDGE 
HE Contract Bridge match of 


160 rubbers between Messrs, 
M. Gottlieb and H. Schenken, win- 
ners of the “Masters Pairs” in the 
United States, and Messrs, H. In- 
gram and S. Hughes came to an 
end .at the Dorchester Hotel with 
the English pair . being defeated 
by a large margin: of points, 

The ‘result of the ‘match, no less 
than the match itself; will no 
doubt once again reopen the con- 
traversy over “bidding systems.” 
“ Tho difference in the number 
of rubbers lost and won sby ‘ench 
side js comparatively small, the 
winning. margin having been ob- 
tained by the United States pair 
by more accurate ‘ estimation of 
the potential value of hands, com- 
plete mutual co-operation and un- 
derstanding in bidding, and by 
brilliant play of the cards both fn 
attack and defence. 

The American players followed a 
avatem of bidding devised by 
themselves which is known as the 
“Four Aces” system; the English 
pair played the “Ciub.”” In practice 
the.“Four Aces” system is. similar. 
in many respects to the “Ap- 
proach Forcing’, the difference 
being that opening bids, raises, 
forcing ‘bids and, over-call are 
stundardised, the: fundamental 
basis of the system being the 
valuation of hands upon an “Hon- 
our Point” count. 

Problem Of Choice 

As regards the method of esti- 
mating valucs there {s° nothing 
new in the system, whatever, the 
count being os old as.the authors 
themselves and essentially . the 
same as that published by myself 
at Jeast thirty years’ ayo, long be- 
fore Contract was thought of. 

The “Four Aces” valuation 
table is as follows:—Ace 3, King 
2, Queen 1, Jack 4, giving a total 
count of 26 points for all the hon- 
ours in the pack and 6% -points 
Yor an’ average hand.

Although the "point is not 
stressed in the “Four Acca” sy- 
atem, the distribution of the cards 
in the combined Handa is the all- 
important .factor, and a hand 
evaluated by the “Honour Point” 
count alone is doomed to failure, 

A “Distributional Point” count 
ig an essential accessory to ac- 
curate bidding, but is not used by 
the authors of the “Four Aces” 
system although, in evaluating the 
hands, they tnke distributional 
values into consideration, 

Here -is the “Distributional 
Point” ‘ count which I have ad- 
vocated from time to time:— 

After the trump suit has been 

“agreed upon :— 

In the Dummy Hand. 

(1) Each Trump in excess of 

-3 =: 3 points. 

(Trumps in excess of Sore 

not to be included.) © 

(2) A Singleton = ‘ 3 points,

Parenthetically J may mention 
that in place of .the “Honour 
Point” count recommended by me 
30 years ago, viz.:

I now recommend aa table as ‘ fol- 
lows :— : 

Ace 4, King 3, Queen 2 2, Jack 1. 

. It will be noted that the “Four 
Aces” count is practically my ori- 
ginal point count divided by two. 
and the reason why I now recom- 
mend ‘the 4,3, 2, 1 count, is that 
it casier to remember than my ori- 
xlnal count and slmpler than the 
“Four Aces," as it avoids frac- 
tions. 

Safety Margin 

Furthermore, the relative value 
of the Ace being diminished there 
is a slight additional margin of 
safety, although Queens may now 
be somewhat over-valued.
